WASHINGTON, Oct. S.-'A desperate 
< 


hnnd to hand encounter with an :inucd 
insane mn.ii who was determined to see 
rrcsklciit Roosevelt, occurred in the ves- 
tibule of tho White Uoiwe shortly before 
noon today. 


The man who gave his name as Peter 


Elliott, and his home as Minneapolis, 
wap overpowered by the officers on duty 
it the White House entrance and carried 
lo tho police van which hart been sum- 
moned. He was placed in tho van in the 
custody 
of two oilicers. 
Seeming 
to 


realize for tho first time that he was 
under arrest, Elliott began to furiously 
struggle with his cii]itor3 for liberty. 


PIERCE STRUGGLE IX VAX. 


Tie drew a revolver from the right 


sido jK>ckct of his trousers and attempt- 
ed to shoot Officer James Cissell. The 
officer grabbed his hand and wrenched 
tho weapon from 
his grasp. 
Elliott's 


struggles were so Cerec, however, that 
tho two officers' in the crumped quarters 
of the vnn wore unable to overcome him. 
Officer Cissell then drew his revolver 
<md fired two shots to attract attention. 
Chief Usher Stone and Officer 1'sirker of 
tho White House force who had insisted 
in carrying Elliott to the van. attracted 
by^the shots, rushed back to the vehicle 
and assisted in overpowering him. 


OFFICER LOSES MUCH IJI,OOD. 
In the struggle within the police van 


Elliott had broken a glass panel with 
his hand, severely cutting his head <md 
face. 
Officer Cissrtl received a serious 


cut on his right arm two inches of flesh 
being eut'pff from the lleshy part of the 
arm. He srS^ured 
considerably 
from 


loss of blood, but his injury is not ser- 
ious. 


Tln> van was hurried to the Emergen- 


cy hospital where the injuries of both 
were dressed. 


DEMENTED DEVON!) DOUBT. 


Elliott is undoubtedly 
violently 
in- 


sane. Several days ago Secretory Locb 
received a letter, postmarked Washing- 
ton and written on letter paper of Hie 
St. ,Iarac3 hotel, this city. The loiter 
onbloood a photograph of Elliott and an 
incoherent request for an interview with 
President Roosevelt. The 
letter 
was 


signed "Peter Ell," the statement being 
made immediately under the signature 
thai the writer was registered at the 
hotel as I'etnr .Elliott. It was evident 
to Secretary Loeb that this correspond- 
ent was insane and lie issued direction.? 
at once that the officers on duty both 
ut tho White House and at the executive 
offices should be 0:1 their guard against 


him. 
The photograph was turned over 


to tho secret service officers. 


FOILED AT CHURCH DOOR. 


Nothing "\vas seen of the man until 


yesterday when the president attended 
morning services at Grace Reformed 
church. Elliott appeared near tho en- 
trance ot the church and made an effort 
to speak to the president, but he was 
foaled in his endeavor by I he secret ser- 
vice officers. 
At 
that 
time 
the man 


manifested no symptoms of insanity and 
iliiictly left the' vicinity of the church 
wien ordered to do so by the olllecrs. 


HIS FIRST APPEARANCE. 


About 10 o'clock this morning lie ap- 


peared at the executive offices. He in- 
quired for President Roosevelt, as he en- 
tered the vestibule. One of the door- 
keepers asked him why he wanted to 


BOO the president. 


"Oh, 
just for fun," he responded. "The 


president sent for me and I just want 
to sec him." 


Elliott was told to return neit month. 


He smiled and walked away, not offer- 
ing the slightest objection to the rebuff 
which he .lind received. 
His appearance 


attracted very little attention and he 
gave no indications at that time of in- 
sanity. 


All of the officers, both at the White 


House-ond at the executive offices, how- 
ever, were- warned again to be on tho 
lookout for the mail and not to take 


any chances with him. ' " 
^ '! 


APPEARS AT NOON AGAIN. 


Shortly before 12 o'clock Elliott walk- 


ed up to tho main door of tho White 
House, stepped inside, and inquired of 
Officer Cissell if he might see tho pres- 
ident. 


Chief Ushrr Stone and Officer Parker 


were standing just within tho vestibule 
at the time, Mr. Stone told the man 
that ho could not see the president just 
at that moment us he was engaged, but 
that he might possibly arrange to see 
him after a while. Instantly the man 
having been recognized, a hurry call was 
sent for a police van. Scarcely had the 
call been scut in when Elliott became 
violent. The 
officers 
and attendants 


threw themselves upon him and after a 
brief but strenuous struggle, overpower- 
ed him. Officer Cissell made a cursory 
examination 
of his person but 
found 


only a pair of shears and a largo pen- 
knife. Tho man beaame quiet but refus- 
ed to leave tho White House until he 
was forced to go. The officers conveyed 
him to the police van, which by that 
time wus waiting at the southeast gate 
o£ the White House grounds. The strug- 
gle in the van occurred almost immed- 
iately after had been placed in the vehi- 
cle. My drew his revolver from a pock- 
et 
which seemed to me an 
enlarged 


watch fob. As that is a most unusual 
place in which to carry a pistol Officer 
Cissell in his hurried search had over- 
looked the weapon. The pistol was an 
ordinary make five-shooter of a cheap 
pattern. 


DECLARES "HIMSELF SWEDE. 


At the Emergency hospital, where his 


wounds were dressed, Elliott snid that 
he was a Swede and that his home was 
in Minneapolis. From the hospital tho 
man was ttikcn to the First Precinct'po 
lice station and incarcerated iu one of 
the detention wards. An official examin- 
ation as to his mental condition will be 
held very soon. 


At the St. James hotel it was stated 


that Elliott arrived there last Wednes- 
day evening. Te registered as "P. 0. 


Ell, 
New York-." 


He had no baggage and paid for his 


room iu advance. He conducted himself 
about tho hotel in a quiet, gentlemanly 
manner, and nobody with whom he came 
in contact imagined that he was insane. 


Elliott is about 5 feet G inches high, 


35 years old with light brown hair and 
beard, and apparently is of 
foreign 


birth. 


TWO "PETER ELLIOTTS." 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 5.—Tho 


directory gives the names of two Peter 
Elliotts. "Peter 0. Elliott," a machin- 
ist, is mentioned, and a "Peter P. El- 
liott," who is an oiler in a flour mill. An 
endeavor to locate them was started im- 
mediately upon the receipt from Wash- 
ington of the news stating that an in- 
r,utic man had attempted to reach tho 
president. The name "Peter Ell' does 


not. 
appear in the directory. 


Inquiry developed the fact that Peter 


0. Elliott, the machinist, who rooms at 
2-15 Cednr avenue, iu this city, has not 
been seen about iiis old haunts for sev- 
eral months and that no one seemed to 
know where ho had gone. He had been 
« familiar figure in tho neighborhood 
and was generally considered rather pe- 
culiar. He talked much of socialism. 
. At the station house Elliott gave his 
occupation as that of a machinist. He 
said his had lived in this country for 
eleven years, most of the time in Minne- 
apolis. He said he came to Washington 
from Paterson, X. J. 


COLD STORAGE PLANT 


TO BE BUILT IN CITY 


Racine is to have an ice and cold stor- 


age plant. It will be installed in the 
building of the Belle City. Milling com- 
pany, corner of Main and Second streets. 


The enterprise was practically assur- 


ed this morning and the Belle City Mill- 
ing company will be rc-orgnnlzed during 
the week. The ice and cold storage 
plant 
will be added to the wholesale 


flour and feed business. 


At present the capita.! stock of the 


Belle City Milling eompany is about $50,- 
000 and it will be increased to $00,000 or 
$05,000, and many leading merchants of 
the 
city will be itockholders. It 
is 


claimed that there has long been need 
of a plant of this character in Racice 
and that it -will be of great benefit ,to 
the city, especially grocers and butchers 
who have been obliged to store goods In 
Milwaukee and other cities. 


The ice plant will be in the basement 


of the building; the flour and feed busi- 
ness on the first floor and the storage on 
the third and fourth floors. There will 
be two hundred booths for storage. 


Work on thep lant will be commenc- 


ed witliin a. week and it is expected that 
it will he ready for occupation by Jan- 
uary 1. The Belle City .Milling com- 
pany was burned out last February and 
the "interior 'has been entirely rebuilt, 
and it is practically new. 


No doubt the announcement of tho 


new plant will be received with great 
satisfaction by the merchants and oth- 
ers of the city.

Miss Susie Roberts Interrupted 


by Rev. G. M. Colville as She 


Was Singing, "Ave Maria" 


PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 


SCENE OF THE INCIDENT 


Getting up from his seat in the pulpit 


and facing the choir, Rev. George Mur- 
ray Colville, pastor of the First, Presby- 
terian church, raised his right hand and 
ntcrrupted Miss Susie Roberts and Mrs. 
Annie Peat-Fink during the rendition of 
the sacred song "Ave Maria,' at the reg- 
ular evening service last night, saying to 
Miss Roberts: 


"You will pardon me, MIPS Roberts, 


jut I must, request you to refrain from 
continuing that song ns I do not believe 
i't an approprioac selection to be render- 
ed in a Protestant church." 


Tho organ ceased playing, and great- 


ly embarrassed, Miss Roberts folded her 
music and left the choir. Dr. Colville 
immediately requested the congregation 
to join in singing "Rock of Ages." The 
services then were resumed as if no epi- 
sode Imd occurred, but tho members of 
the congregation were much wrought up 
over the unpleasant affair. 


Rev. Colville met Miss Roberts after 


the services and had quite a conversation 
with the young lady. She keenly felt 
tho humiliation and her eyes were filled 
with tears. 


DR. COLYILLE INTERVIEWED. 
Rev. Colville was inter-viewed at his 


residence this morning and said he was 
vcvy «!rry—for_what had .taken place 
during-thc'services last evening, but de- 
clared he had only done his duty and on 
another occasion would feel it necessary 
to make the same request, 


'I have a great many friends among 


the Catholics and have relatives among 
that denomination. I have no objection 
to their religion, but it is not in accord- 
ance with my creed, therefore I do think 
that the rendition of "Ave Maria" is en- 
tirely inappropriate 
in 
a, Protestant 


church." 


"Do you think Miss Roberts will con- 


tinue to sing in the church choir," asked 
the reporter. 


'I think she. would if she were to re- 


main in the city, but I understand her 
n.ppenrmice last evening was the lust to 
bo made byhor in Racine in.the Presby- 
terian choir, she having resigned her pos- 
ition to sing with an opera company, I 
understand," said Mr. Colville. 


''I saw Miss Roberts after the ser 


vices;" added Mr. Colville, "and we had 
quite a little talk." 


Mr. Colvillo explained hig position to 


Miss Roberts-, saying he did not mean 
to injure her feelings and told her so. 


REASON FOR HIS ACTION. 


"Ave Maria" is a sacred song, a.pray- 


er to the Virgin Mary, tho mother of 
Christ. Rev. Colville believes that the 
prayer in tho song craght to bo offered 
up 'to God instead ot the Virgin Mary 
os tho song "Avo Maria" places her be- 
fore Christ and that should not be, ac 
cording to tho belief of tho Protestants. 


Miss Edith Hand, who also sings in 


tho choir, loft shortly after Miss Eob- 
erts. It is safd her departure was due 
to a previous engagement. 


The remarks of Dr. Colville were made 


just 
after the offertory 
and evening 


prayer. Every member in the congrega- 
tion was discussing the affair after the 
services were over. 


It seems that "Avo Marin." was rend' 


creel by Miss Roberts once before in the 
church. At that time, Rev. Colville 
states ho spoke to tho choir lender and 
said he did not approve of the song for 
the reasons stated above. Whether or 
not the leader ever mentioned the mat- 
ter to Miss Roberts, Mr, Colville did 
not state. 


WORDS OF 'AVE MARIA. 


The congregation last evening was not 


unusually large. The words of the song 
"Ave Maria" are: 
Ave Maria, hear my cry, 
0 guide my path, where no harm, no 


harm is nigh. 


0 turn thy heart to earth and sea my 


lonely heart and comfort me! 


Mother, see my tears, sec my ters are 


falling. 


Thou has also sorrow known;

jruiy, which opens up an engagement at 
stciuway hall in that city on Thursday 
evening of this week. Tho company is 
leaded by Carl Cochcms, basso; 
Miss 


Roberts, contralto, Miss Anna Grtewisch 
soprano, and Mr. Arthur L. Woods, pi- 
anist. 


Sho departed for the city on the enr- 


y morning train, therefore it was impos- 
sible to get an interview. 


SUNG SELECTION BEFORE. 


One of her friends in company 
with 


Hiss Roberts lust evening was conversed 
with this afternoon and said: 


"Miss Roberts was very much pained 


and humiliated. 
She left the choir in 


tears. Ilcr friends who have had the 
opportunity to investigate the matter 
lold her entirely blameless. She. has 
sung the song in 
the First Baptist 


church, once before in the Presbyterian 
church and I understand she rendered 
the same selection in the 
Universalist 


church. At the time she sang tho sa-. 
cred selection in tho Presbyterian church 
objection was afterwards made to the 
choir leader Mrs. Fink, who was request- 
ed not to have the 
number rendered 


again, but Miss Roberts was never in- 
formed of this objection. 


After Miss Roberts left 
the 
churcli 


last evening she visited the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Byron Jones on Park avenue. 
She sent a message to Rev. Colville ask- 
ing him to visit the Jones residence as 
she was particularly desirous of seeing 
him in reference to the episode. Rev. 
Colvillc made the call and met Miss Rob- 
erts after tho cervices, where explana- 
tions were made. 


Ava Maria" is one of the songs on 


the program for Miss Roberts to sing at 
sacred concerts while touring. She will 
appear in Racine before the season is 
over, with the, company she starts out 
with. 


DOVER MAN FOUND 


DYING ON TRAIN 


Albert Ginnane, Subject to Epi- 
leptic Fits, Discovered by Con- 


ductor Tilton-Expired at 


Lyons. 


Conductor William Tilton, of this city, 


made a ghastly discovery on his train 
Saturday afternoon, on the Southwest- 
ern division of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul railway, while coming cast. 


It was noticed that after tho train 


had left Elkhorn the door of a ctoset 
was locked and entrance barred. 
Mr. 


Tilton and his crow waited for a tiiie 
and being unable to open the door or pet 
an answer from within, foroid an en- 
trance. 


On tho floor lay the form of a rnau, 


unconscious and -breathing hard. It was 
found to be Albert Ginnaue, about 35 
years old, employed by the railroad com- 
pany as time keeper of a large force of 
men engaged digging gravel. When .Ly- 
ons was reached the man was removed 
from the train and given medical nid, 
but when the train reached Burlington, 
a message was received that ho was 
dead. 


Mr. Ginnnne was 
a resident of Do- 


ver, Wis., where his sister is the station 
agent. He got on the train at Elkhorn 
for the purpose of riding to Dover. He 
was noticed to leave his scat and enter 
the closet shortly 
afterward. It 
was 


learned tliat the young man had been 
subject to epileptic fits and the supposi- 
tion is that he was stricken after enter- 
ing the closet. The body was taken in 
charge by relatives and will be buried at 
Dover. 


MANY SLAIN BY CYCLONE

HOLY PfiRT IN 


STORM SATURDAY 


Carl Larson Nearly Electrocuted 


—Now at Hospital Blind 


and Unable to Hear. 


SHOCKED BY 1200 VOLTS 


Well Known Painter and Con- 


tractor Writhed in Agony, 


Helpless in flis Torture. 


RESUSCIATED AFTEK 


APPARENTLY DEAD 


Eaciue Visited by Cyclonic Manifesta- 


tions, JIain Part of Storm, How- 


over Passing Jforth—Heavy 


Ealn FalL 


Racine caught the tail end of a c?- 


clone Saturday nfght, between 7 and 9 
o'clock, which had wrought death and 
destruction in many sections of Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota. The wind came from 
two directions, southwest and 
north- 


west, accompanied by vivid 
lightning, 


thunder and a deluge of rain. It is said 
the wind reached a velocity of fifty-five 
miles an hour. Telephone, telegraph and 
electric light wires were blown 
down,; 


awnings in the business district torn to 
pieces, loose signs carried hundreds of 
feet, limbs of trees broken, fences and 
light buildings suffered. Streets were / 
flooded and smnl! rivers formed, espec- 
ially where there were down grades. For 
.a time sewers were not adequate to car- 
ry away the water and many cellars 
wore flooded. Great alarm prevailed in 
the north , and south parts of the city, 
and Carl Larson, n. well known painter, 
was nearly electrocuted by a live wire 
while walking on State street, while two 
others were shocked. On account of 
these accidents the electric lights were 
shut orT in the west part of town. 


PEDESTRIANS IN" DANGER. 


Giving to the telephone and electric 


light wires being down all over the city, 
especially on State, street, there was ex- 
treme 
danger 
of pedestrians 
being 


struck and killed. The telephone wires 
came in contact with the electric light 
wires and were heavily charged, with 
possibly from 1,200 to 1,500 volts and it 
was this terrible electric power that 
passed through the body of Carl Larson, 
leaving him unconscious on the sidewalk 
and who now lies at St. Mary's hospital 
alive, but totally blind and unable to 
hear a sound. Whether he will fully re- 
cover is n. matter of conjecture. 


MR. LARSON INJURED. 


After tho fearful etorm had ceased 


hundreds of people came out from their 
homes and started down town to do the 
usual Saturday night shopping. Among 
the number was Mr. Carl Larson, 1510 
May street, one of the most prominent 
painters and contractors m the city. 


Ho was walking east on the north side 


of State street, on the sidewalk adjoin- 
ing the Wilson home. Many wires were 
down at this point. Among them was a 
Wisconsin Telephone wire which 
had 


crossed tin clsctric light wire. This wire 
struck Mr. Larson, it is believed on tha 
ahouldcr. Raising his hands he caught 
bold of the wire to throw it off. It was 
charged with 1,200 volts of electricity 
and in nn instant the gentleman was 
writhing in agony and his cries could.bp^ 
heard for a long distance. He fell to 
the wal]c unable to let go of the wire 
and lay there squirming and crying. 


PEDESTRIANS FRIGHTENED. 


There were at least a dozen persons 


passing along the street and they could 
plainly see the sparks of'electricity fly- 
ing in tho air. At first they did not 
realize what was the matter with the 
fallen man and run up to him, but be- 
came alarmed and sought safety. 
Jo- 


seph Drinkwoin, a deaf and dumb man, 
stumbled against the wire and received 
a shock and Max Strcnskn was close by 
when Mr. Larson fell and 
received 
a, 


shock. A dozen men were running about 
excited and did not know what to do, 
or how to net. Phillip Zitlm ran to the 
Number 2 engine houso and told the fire- 
men a man was laying on the sidewalk 
and ho did not know what was tho mat- 
ter. 
The firemen rushed to the scene. 


WIRE KNOCKED FROM HANDS. 
They realized the danger of touching 


the man or tho wire ho held in his hand 
and which had either killed him or was 
slowly electrocuting him. Someone pres- 
ent got » board and with 
one blow 


knocked tho wire from 
Mr. Larson's 


hands. With all, possible haste ho was 
picked up and carried to tho lire engine 


Continued on Page Eight.

Buchanan of Chicago was today re- 
elected president of the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers over Hugh F. Donnelly, of 
Albany, N. Y., the candidate of the ele- 
ment headed by Samuel Parks of New 
York, by a vote resulting 4S to 40. This 
s a decided victory for Buchanan, giv- 
ng him, as it does, the support of the 
annual convention now in session here, 
which has, since it convened, been dom- 
inated in a great measure by the Parks' 
crowd. 
Parks .and hie followers had 


fought Buchanan, ever since the latter 
suspended Union No. 2, of New York, 
for alleged irregularities,

•who, though ill, had forced himself to 
attend the session and vote for Buch- 
unan, was led from the nail in a half

nounced, however, that no was not sori- 
ouslv ill. It was rumored that a fighl 
had" followed the election, but 
this 


proved untrue. 


Wm. McCain of Kansas City, a Buch- 


anan adherent, was elected first vice- 
president. 


BUCHANAN" MEN WIN POINT. 
At the morning session, the Buchan 


nn crowd won a point, which they as 
ported would aid them materially in re 
electing President Buchnnnn. It was 
the decision to conduct the election on 
the Australian plan of balloting.

The town wns filled with strangers 


when these three men began carousing 
in a saloon.

ers on the bartender, who ejected them 
and then they proceeded to raise more 
trouble in other silicons. When Marshal 
Woodruff undertook to arrest them he 
was mortally shot. 
A fusilade of bul- 


lets in the crowded streets followed the 
shooting of the marshal. 
Deputy Mar- 


shal Manrod was shot twice wliou he 
took the place of his chief.

fusilade in the street, Ernest .'otten, 
while returning from his school to his 
boarding house, was struck in the abdo-

STRUNG UP THREE TIMES. 


The crowds that hud been pursuing

and 


lint lured down the door and took Joseph 
Spivey out to lynch him. There possi- 
blv never was such an experience of any 
one in the hand of a mob as his. He 
was hauled from plnce to place with a. 
rope about his neck and swung up three 
dill'erent times and yet escaped with his 
life. 
.In their haste the mob did not 


pinion his orms or legs and he man- 
aged to use them

strangulation the

hung. At another time he was let down 
so that he might write a farewell letter

LONDON, Oct. 2.—Addressing a mass- 


neeting at Sheffield last night in coll- 
ection with the conference of the Na- 
ional Union of conservative 
associa- 


ions, Premier 
Balfour delivered 
the 


peech which has long been heralded as 
he first heavy gun to bo fired in tho 
fiscal reform campaign which is absorb- 
ng the attention of the united kingdom, 
c'r colonies and, indeed, the 
whole 


vorld, and which has caused the pres- 
nt British cabinet crisis. . 


He said that for fifty years England, 


i-ithout r.mking a sign, liad watched tha 
vnll of hostile tariffs growing up and 
.ividing nation from nation. 


ALLUDED TO AMERICA. 


"And our own colonies, our own flesh 


and blood was of the growing empire," 
>roceedcd Mr. Balfour, "and are build- 
ng up a system of protection which 
vhen it reaches its logical conclusion, 
vill make it as hard to export to them 
is to America or tho other protective 
•ountrira. And during the whole life 
time of those I am now addressing we 
iave done nothing whatever to hinder 
a state of things so absolutely ineonsis- 
,cn with free trade as Cobden under- 
stood it. 


WARMS AGAIXST THE TRUSTS. 
"Free trade is indeed an empty name 


and a vain farce if it is a fact that for- 
>ign nations arc setting themselves to 
divert our industries, exclude our man- 
ifactures, and limit the 
international 


play of supply and demand. 


'•In the alliance of trusts and tariffs 


Lherc is a danger to the capital and en- 
terprise of this country which acts and 
reacts not merely upon the capitalist, 
for he is at liberty to go to thusc re- 
gions where his industry will be looked 
liter; but it will fall with its heaviest 
weight upon the artisan and the labor 
ng classes, which nrc incapable of pro- 
acting their interests against such a 
calamity. 


'•'Now I have rightly described the do-

Now that it is 
soon tho movement looking toward the 
subversion of tho Nation's currency, it 
currency able to stand every test a 
bank asset currency can not successfully 
stand, ia assured much more interest is 
being takcu. Bank assets will be precise- 
ly what it means, nothing more, the as- 
sets of a bank. Even under the strictest 
of government supervision, it has been 
socn, though the percentage of failures 
aro very small, that however strict 
bauks will break, assets will go van- 
ishing

depositors 
heavily 
lose. 


As to tho currency of any failed banks, 
who cares, the notes may circulate pre- 
cisely tho same.

security and every bank note is re- 
deemed.

OUR NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


Attention lias been called several 


times to the necessity of our placing 
our island possessions in a state of de- 
fense.

Eostoration of Old Custom Would Do

A number ol Racine meat dealers will 


do their own slaughtering of cattle in- 
stead of purchasing their beef and other 
meats from tho large packing houses, as 
has bccii the custom here for several 
years. This is principally due to the 
fact of the exorbitant prices the big 
packers nro asking for dressed beef in 
comparison 
to the 
price of cattle on 


hoof. 


"Wo have got to do it," said one of 


the loading meat merchants this morn- 
ing. "Tho 
packing houses are asking 


such nn awful price for their dressed 
meats, especially beef, that we believe 
wo can quote better retail prices and do 
better all around by doing our own kill- 
ing." 


BEEF OX HOOF CHEAPER. 


"Beef is considerable cheaper on hoof 


now than it was a year ago, and yet 
the prices of dressed beef have not de- 
creased, in accordance. You can attrib- 
ute this state of affairs to the iiiuch- 
tolkcd-about 
meat 
combination. The 


packers, in order to protect themselves, 
havo ono uniform price. One docs not 
undersell the other, and they have pro- 
tected themselves by having but. one sell- 
ing agency here, and not satisfied with 
reasonable 
profits 
want 
a 
much 


larger margin than some of us in- 
tend to pay hereafter. The big packers 
nro making more money this year than 
ever before. They are not satisfied with 
thousands but are reaching out for mil- 
lions. Judging from their quotations to 
us, T guess their dividends for I'.UKi will 
reach tho latter fiirure. 


CAN BUY JL'ST AS CHEAP. 


"Of course us little fellows could not 


Imek' these people, but, one llting, we 
can buy our meat on hoof just as cheap 
on tho market as tho packer* eau, anil 
if the big fellows don't oll'er their goods 
/or less than cost we can keep in line 
with 
them, give our patrons 
better 


prices and realize just as good profits 
ourselves us wo arc now getting. 


"Tho big packers are independent poo- 


pie to do business with. It's pay their 
price or leave their goods alone. 
Unfor- 


tunately we have been compelled to pny 
the price. If the big packers were sal- 
tolled with a reasonable profit wo would 
Sttlo rather purchase our dressed meats 
from them, as it would save extra work. 
But do you know, beef killed by our- 
selves seems to he n little better than 
cold.Ktorugo meals. The packers' meats 
aro well slaughtered froiYi good stock, 
but the cold sturago and refrigerating 
process they are put through does not 
havo us good effect 0:1 the beef as that 
we kill," continued the sturdy butcher, 
who during the conversation WHS busy 
at tho block chopping up meat and wait- 
ing on trade. 


Another merchant when 
questioned 


about the prices of meats talked differ- 
ently on

Local abattoirs will be put in condi- 


tion for the killing of beef at once. 
Nearly all of the small stock 1ms been 
dressed by the local butchers for a long 
time.

that they can dress a beef just about as 
cheap as the big packers when the coat 
of getting stock to market is taken in- 
to consideration.

BOUND FOR EASTERN SLOPE.

ward. We crossed the divide Sept. 4, 
over a new pais at an elevation of (!,- 
000 feet and camped in the valley of 
Clmlitna. Our aim was 
to reach the 


eastern slope of Mt. McKijiIcy and, on 
our way out, if the season permitted to 
niakc another attack from that side. 


EASTERN SIDE IMPOSSIBLE. 


A forced march was made down the 


Chulitua, it being necessary to ford nnd 
swim tho river many times, but we were 
compelled to abandon our horses and 
built rafts 20 miles north of a great 
glacier. The latter af.'orded the first 
easterly route to the great mountain 
peak. "We explored it and made a rapid 
examination of the eastern slope but 
the rapidly approaching winter would 
not permit of another attempt to climb 
the mountain, and with rep-ret we were 
forced to take out rafts Sept. 21 and to 
seek tho headwaters of Cook inlet, which 
jay 151 miles to the south. Before us 
was a journey of GO miles down the Chu- 
lifna river of which nothing was known 
a-i to the possibility of navigation on a 
raft. 


Considerable apprehension was felt on 


this score, but the river proved naviga- 
ble and the expedition reached Tyonck 
in six dnys.

BARBERS RULES ARE OUT 


Frovlde for Bilremo Core In Handling the 


Various Instrument*. 


Sanitary rules to govern the practice 


of bartering and for regulation ol all 
barber shops in the state were issued 
yesterday by the barbers' state board of 
examiners and copies mailed to every. 
boss barber in the. state by Secretary, 
M. II. Whittaker of Jancaville. 


They provide for extreme, care in tho 


handling of all barbers' tools in,«rder to 
prevent the communication 
of conta- 


gious skin diseases. All tools shall bo 
sterilized after the day's work and all 
lather brushes and cups ehalV be cleans- 
ed with boiling water before•• using on 
each customer. 


RULES MUST BE POSTED. 


Barbers are forbidden to shave any 


person having erysipelas or other, con- 
tagious skin disease, unless the person 
shall have an individual cup and shar- 
ing apparatus. 


The board provides that the rules shall 


be posted in a conspicuous place in each 
shop and all barbers are requested to 
report any violations of the rules that 
they may have knowledge of. 


The board also recommends that cus* 


tamers be not shaved too close, as thi; 
practice encourages skin diseases and 
aids in their communication from one 
person to another.

»ui alrnostunsupportablo — that Dr. Per- 
•ivfll, who had, with tho assistance of 
tho honso surgeon at the Clayflelds hos- 
pital, made tho post mortem osamina- 
tion of- th6 deceased lady, had just writ- 
ten to say ho was -unavoidably detained, 
but would be present in the course of ou 
liouT'or two to give his evidence. 


"As tho evidence," continued tho 


coroner, with otromoactons yawn which 
swallowed up a portion of tho sentence, 
"promises to bo of a somewhat lengthy 
character, no doubt, Dr. Percival"— 
hero ho dng tho knuckles of his forefin- 
gers into his tired eyes — "will bo ready 
to give his evidence long before wo cx- 
hanst tho other witnesses. But -witnoss- 
os,"ho added, "oven professional gen-

oalf was called and sworn. 


The zealous policeman detailed hi; 


experiences with lucidity and with com- 
mendable brevity. 


A!i ho was about to retire a white 


headed old gentleman arose mid dcclai-cc 
l»o represented ono of tho witnesses ir 
tho inquiry and wished to ask Constable 
Motculf some questions. 


The coroner nodded and yawned at 


the white haired solicitor. 


Tho questions related chiefly to tho 


bedroom doors. VTould it be feasible fur 
a person in either of the two apartments 
on tho first floor to look biuisolf into 
his room? Tho constable was emphatic- 
ally of opinion— ho had already offered 
that opinion to tho court — that it would 
bo impossible for Stoiuvrorth or Victory 
to hnvo locked himself in. 


Tho foreman of tho jury expressed a 


desire to examine a door and a lock

WHITE HOUSE 


IN AJFURORE 


Peter Elliott, Who Insisted Upon 


Seeing the President, Over- 


powered by 
Officers; 


During Fierce Struggle He Pulled Revolver' 


Special Detectives Awaiting His Com- 


ing Made Arrest, Furious 


Fight Following; 


Belle City Milling Co. Will In- 


stall Equipment Which Will 


Benefit Grocers and 


Bntehers Here. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—A desperate 


hand to hand encounter with an armed 
insane man who was determined to see 
President Roosevelt, occurred in the ves- 
tibule of the White House shortly before 
noon today. 


The man who gave his name as Peter 


Elliott, and his homo as Minneapolis, 
was overpowered by the officers on duty 
it the White House entrance and carried 
lo the police van which had been sum- 
moned, lie was placed in tho van in the 
custody of two 
officers. Seeming to 


realize for the first time that he was 
under arrest, Elliott began to furiously 
struggle with his captors for liberty. 


FIERCE STRUGGLE IN VAN. : 


He drew a revolver from the right 


side pocket of his trousers and attempt- 
ed to shoot Officer James Cissell. The 
oflicer grabbed his hand and wrenched 
the weapon from 
his grasp. Elliott's 


struggles were so fierce, however, that 
the two officers in the cramped quarters 
of the van were unable to. overcome him. 
Officer Cissell then drew his revolver 
and fired two shots to attract attention. 
Chief Usher Stone and Officer Parker of 
tho White House force who had assisted 
in. carry ing Elliott to the van, attracted 
by^the shots, rushed back to the vehicle 
and assisted in overpowering him. 


OFFICER LOSES MUCH BLOOD. 
In the struggle within the police van 


Elliott had broken a glass panel with 
his hand, severely cutting his head and 
face. 
Officer Cissell received a serious 


cut on his right arm two inches of flesh 
being cut'pff from the Heshy part of the 
arm. He si-^jcred 
considerably 
from 


loss of blood, but his injury is not ser- 
ious. 


The van was hurried to the Emergen- 


cy hospital where the injuries of both 
vere dressed. 


DEMENTED BEYOND DOUBT. 


Elliott is undoubtedly violently in' 


sane. Several days ago Sraretary Locb 
received a letter, postmarked Washing- 
ton nnd written on letter paper of the 
St. James hotel, this city. The letter 
enclosed a photograph of Elliott and an 
incoherent request for an interview with 
President Roosevelt. The letter was 
signed "Peter Ell," the statement being 
made immediately under the signature 
tliat the writer was registered at. the 
hotel as Peter Elliott. It was evident 
to Secretary Locb that this correspond- 
ent was insane and he issued directions 
at once that the officers on duty both 
at tho White House and at the executive 
offices should be on their guard aqainst 
him. 
The photograph was turned over 


to the secret service officers. 


FOILED AT CHURCH DOOR. 


Nothing -was seen of the man until 


yesterday when the president attended 
morning 
services at Grace Reformed 


church. Elliott appeared near the en- 
trance ot the church and made an effort 
to speak to tho president, but he was 
foiled in Ms endeavor by tho secret ser- 
vice officers. At that 
time the man 


manifested no symptoms of insanity and 
quietly left the vicinity of the church 
wJien ordered to do so by the officers. 


HIS FIRST APPEARANCE. 


About 10 o'clock this morning ho ap- 


peared at the executive offices. Ho in- 
quired for President Roosevelt, as ho en- 
tered the vestibule. Onn of the door- 
keepers asked him why he wanted to 
oee tho president. 


"Oh, just for fun," he responded. "The 


president sent for me and I just want 
to see him." 


Elliott was tcld to return next month. 


He smiled and walked away, not offer- 
ing the slightest objection to the rebuff 
which he .had received. Tils appearance 
attracted very little attention mid ho 
gave no indications at that time of in- 
sanity. 


All of the officers, both at the White 


House-and at the executive offices, how- 
ever, were' warned again to bo on tho 
lookout ior the man and not to take 


any chances with him. ' " ~r" :"'! 


APPEARS AT NOON AGAIN. 


Shortly before 12 o'clock Elliott walk- 


ed up to the main door of the White 
House, stepped inside, and inquired of 
Officer Cissell if he might see the pres- 
ident. 


Chief Usher Stone and Officer Parker 


were standing just within the vestibule 
at the time. Mr. Stone told the man 
that he could not see the president just 
at that moment as he was engaged, but 
that he might possibly arrange to see 
him after .a while. Instantly the man 
having been recognized, a hurry call was 
sent for a police van. Scarcely had the 
call been sent in when Elliott became 
violent. The 
officers 
and attendants 


threw themselves upon him and after a 
brief but strenuous struggle, overpower- 
ed him. Officer Cisse'll made a cursory 
examination of his person but 
found 


only a pair of shears and a large pen- 
knife. The man beoame quiet but refus- 
ed to leave the White House until'he 
was forced to go. The officers conveyed 
him to the police van, which by that 
time'was waiting at the soxitlicast gate 
of the White House grounds. The strug- 
gle in the van occurred almost immed' 
iately after had been placed in the vehi 
cle. He drew his revolver from a pock- 
et 
which seemed to me an enlarged 


watch fob. As that is a most unusual 
place in which to carry a pistol Officer 
Cissell in his hurried search had over- 
looked the weapon. The pistol was an 
ordinary make five-shooter of a cheap 
pattern. 


DECLARES HIMSELF SWEDE. 


At the Emergency hospital, where his 


wounds were dressed, Elliott said that 
he was a Swede and that his home was 
in Minneapolis. From the hospital the 
man was token to tho First Precinct po 
lice station and incarcerated in one o1 
the detention wards. An official examin- 
ation as to his mental condition will be 
held very Boon. 


At the St. James hotel it was statec 


that Elliott arrived there last Wednes- 
day evening. Te registered as "P. 0 
Ell, New York." 


He had no baggage and paid for his 


room in advance. He conducted himsel 
about the hotel in a quiet, gentlemanly 
manner, and nobody with whom he came 
in contact imagined that he was insane 


Elliott is about 5 feet G inches high 


35 years old with light brown hair anc 
board, and apparently is of foreign 
birth. 


TWO "PETER ELLIOTTS." 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 5.—The 


directory gives the names of two Peter 
Elliotts. "Peter O. Elliott," a machin 
ist, is mentioned, and a "Peter P. El 
liott," who is an oiler in a flour mill. An 
endeavor to locate them was started im 
mediately upon the receipt from Wash 
ington of the- news stating that an in 
sane man had attempted to reach tin 
prnsiclBnt. The name "Peter Ell' does 
not appear in the directory. 


Inquiry developed the fact that Peter 


O. Elliott, the machinist, who rooms a 
245 Codnr avenue, in this city, has no 
been seen about his old haunts for sev 
era! months and that no one seemed to 
know where ho had gone. He had been 
a familiar Dgiire in the neighborhood 
and was generally considered rather pe 
culiar. He talked much of socialism. 


• At the station house Elliott gave hii 
occupation as that of a machinist. He 
said he had lived in this country fo 
eleven years, most of the time in Minne 
apolis. He said he came to Washington 
from Paterson, N. J.

DR. COLVILLE INTERVIEWED. 


Rev. 
Colville was interviewed at his 


residence this morning and said he was 
yej'y. $>rry™for_ what, had .taken place 
dnring^fcneliervides last! evening,.but de- 
clared Ke had only done his duty and on 
another occasion would feel it necessary 
to make the same request. 


"I have a great many friends among 


the Catholics and have relatives among 
that denomination. I have no objection 
to their religion, but it is not in accord- 
ance with my creed, therefore I do thiink 
that the rendition of "Ave Maria" is en- 
tirely inappropriate 
in a Protestant 


church." 


"Do you think Miss Roberts will con- 


tinue to sing in the church choir," asked 
the reporter. 


"I think she would if she were to re- 


main in the city, but I understand her 
appearance last evening was the last to 
be made by^.-hcr in Racine in;the Presby- 
terian choir, she having resigned her pos- 
ition to sing with an opera company, I 
understand," said Mr. Colville.

Rev. Colville believes that the 
prayer in the stjng might to bo offered 
up to God instead of the Virgin Mary 
as the song "Avo Maria" places her be- 
fore Christ and that should not be, ac- 
cording to the belief of tho Protestants 


Miss Edith Hand, who also sings in 


tho choir, left shortly after Miss Eob- 
erts. It is aa.fi her departure was due 
•to o previous engagement. 


The remarks of Dr. Colville ware made 


just 
after the offertory 
and evenin, 


prayer. Every member in the congrega- 
tion was discussing the affair after the 
services were over. 


It seems that "Ave Maria" was rend- 


ered by Miss Roberts once before in tho 
church. At that time, Rev. Colville 
states ho spoke to tho choir leader anc 
said he did not approve of the song foi 
the reasons stated above. Whether or 
not the leader ever mentioned the mat 
ter to Miss Roberts, Mr. Colville did 
not state.

DEADLY PART IN 


Carl Larson Nearly Electrocuted 


—Now at Hospital Blincl 


and Unable to Hear. 


SHOCKED BY 1200 VOLTS 


Well Known Painter and Con- 


tractor Writhed in Agony, 


Helpless in His Torture. 


JRESUSCIATED AFTEB 


APPARENTLY DEAD 


Eaeiue Visited by Cyclonic Manifesta- 


tions, Main Part of Storm, How- 


ever Passing' North—Heavy 


Bain FalL 


Racine caught the tail end of a cy- 


clone Saturday night, between 7 and 9 
o'clock, which had wrought death and 
destruction in many sections of Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota. The wind came from 
;wo directions, southwest and 
north- 


west, accompanied by vivid 
lightning, 


;hunder and.a deluge of rain. It is said 
;he wind reached a velocity of fifty-five • 
miles an hour. Telephone, telegraph and' 
electric light wires were blown down,; 
awnings in the business district torn to 
jieces, loose signs carried hundreds 
of 


feet, limbs of trees broken, fences and 
ight buildings suffered. Streets were / 
flooded and small rivers formed, espec- 
ially where there were down grades. For 
n time sewers were not adequate to car- 
ry away the water and ^many cellars 
were flooded. Great alarm prevailed in 
the north.and south parts of the city, 
and Carl Larson, a well known painter, 
was nearly electrocuted by a live wire 
while walking on State street, while two 
others were shocked. On account 
of 


these accidents the electric lights were 
shut off in the west part of town. 


PEDESTRIANS IN DANGER. 


Owing to the telephone and electm 


light wires being down all over the city, 
especially on State street, there was ex- 
treme danger 
of pedestrians 
being 


struck and killed. The telephone wires 
came in contact with the electric light 
wires and were heavily charged, with 
possibly from 1,200 to 1,500 volts and it 
was this terrible electric 
power that 


passed through the body of Carl Larson, 
leaving him unconscious on the sidewalk 
and who now lies at St. Mary's hospital 
alive, but totally blind and unable to 
hear a sound. Whether he will fully re- 
cover is a matter of conjecture. 


MR. LARSON INJURED. 


After the fearful storm hod ceased 


hundreds of people came out from their 
homes and started down town to do the 
usual Saturday night shopping. Among 
the number Was Mr. Carl Larson, 1510 
May street, one of the most prominent 
painters and contractors ta the city. 


He was walking east on the north side 


of State street, on the sidewalk adjoin- 
ing the Wilson home. Many wires wera 
down at this point. Among them was a 
Wisconsin Telephone wire which 
had 


crossed an electric light wire. This wire 
struck Mr. Larson, it is believed on tha 
shoulder. Raising hlB hands he co,ught 
hold of the wire to throw it off. It was • 
charged with 1,200 volts of electricity 
and in an instant the gentteman was 
writbjng in agony and his cries could.bf^ 
heard for a long distance. He fell to. 
the walk unable to let go of the wure 
and lay there squirming and crying. 


PEDESTRIANS FRIGHTENED. 


There were at least a dozen persons 


passing along the street and they could 
plainly see the sparks of electricity fly- 
ing in tho air. 
At first they did not 


realize what was the matter with the 
fallen man and ran up to bim, but be- 
came alarmed and sought safety. Jo- 
seph Drinkwein, a deaf and dumb man, 
stumbled against the wire and received 
a shock and Max Strenske was close by 
when Mr. Larson fell and received 
a 


shock. A dozen men were running about 
excited and did not know what to do, 
or how to act. Phillip Zitlin ran to the 
Number 2 engine house and told the fire- 
men a man was laying on the sidewalk 
and ho did not know what was tho mat- 
ter. The firemen rushed to the scene. 


WIRE KNOCKED FROM HANDS. 
They realized the danger of touching 


the man or the wire he held In his hand 
and which had either killed him or was 
slowly electrocuting him. Someone pres- 
ent got a board and with one blow 
knocked tho wire from Mr. Larson's 
hands. With all, possible haste he was 
picked up and carried to the fire engine

attend the session and vote for Buch- 
anan, was led from the hall in a half 
fainting 
condition. A physician 
an- 


nounced, however, that he was not seri- 
ously ill. It was rumored that a fight 
had followed the election, but 
this 


proved untrue. 


Wm. McCain of Kansas City, a Buch- 


anan adherent, was elected first vice- 
president. 


BUCHANAN MEN WIN POINT. 
At the morning session, the • Buchan- 


an crowd won a point, which they as- 
serted would aid them materially in re- 
electing President Buchanan. It was 
the decision to conduct the election on 
the Australian plan of balloting. 
It 


was asserted after the convention by a 
Buchanan adherent that many delegates 
who were favorable to Buchanan and 
would vote him on a secret ballot 
feared to vote for him openly, be- 
cause of the future fight that they 
might expect from Samuel Parks and 
his followers. The assertion Mr. Parks 
later declared, was ridiculoxis. 


The convention adopted an amend- 


ment to the constitution giving the in- 
side or shop men representation at the 
ratio of eight inside to ten 
outside.

FIVE MA Y DIE 


Three Brothers Become Drunk at 


Oxford Ending in Mob's Futile 


Attempt to Lynch. 


Marshall, His Deputy, a School Teacher and Trio 


of Instigators of the Trouble Fatally 


Bounded-Negroes Urge Hang- 


ing of Joseph Spivey-. 


OXFORD, O., Oct. 2.—Five men were 


perhaps fatally injured and one nr.rrow- 
]y escaped lynching several times as the 


result of last evening's riot at this place. 


The injured are: 
John WoodruiF, marshal of Oxford, be- 


lieved to be fatally shot. 


Jacob ifanrocl, deputy marshal, ser- 


iously shot in the back and shoulder. 


Ernest Jotten, a country school teach- 


er of Monroe, O., believed to be fatally 
shot in the abdomen. 


Louis .Spivey of Wugonville, Ky., ser- 


iously shot in the back and breast. 


Jcseph 
Spivey, skull 
fractured 
by 


stone, also of Wagonvillc, Ky. 


The Spivey brothers were visiting Ed- 


ward iKichardson of Billingsvillc, Intl., 
just across the state line from Oxford. 
The three came here to attend the an- 
nual street fair and formers exposition. 


BROTHERS "SHOOT THE TOWN." 
The town was filled with strangers 


when these three men began carousing 
in a saloon. They pulled their revolv- 
ers on the bartender, who ejected them 
and then they proceeded to raise more 
trouble in other saloons. When Marshal 
Woodruff undertook to arrest them he 
was mortally shot. A fusilndc of bul- 
lets in the crowded streets followed the 
shooting of the marshal. Deputy Mar- 
shal Manrod was shot twice when he 
took the place of his chief. During this 
fusiladc in the street, Ernest Jotten, 
while returning from his school to his 
boarding house, was struck in the abdo- 
men by a stray bullet and he is now in 
a critical condition. After the shooting 
the three men ran in different directions 
with crowds after each one. 


Louis Spivy was shot in the stomnch 


by a citizen. Tho 
excitement was in- 


tense when the three men were finally 
lodged in jail after running a mile from 
the 
scene 
of the 
shooting. 
Edward 


Bichardson was dismissed after it was 
shown that he had nothing to do with 
the shooting and was only accompany- 
ing the Spivey brothers. 


STRUNG UP THREE TIMES. 


The crowds that had been pursuing 


the three men in ctifl'erent directions fin- 
ally 
concentrated about the jail 
and 


battered down the door and took Joseph 
Spivey out to lynch him. There possi- 
bly never was such an experience of any 
one in the hand of a mob as his. He 
was hauled from place to place with a. 
rope about his neck and swung up three 
different times and yet escaped with his 
life. In their haste the mob did not 
pinion his orms or legs and he man- 
aged to use them so as to prevent 
strangulation the 
first 
time 
he was 


hung. At another time he was Jet down 
so that he might write a farewell letter 
to his wife and children and at another 
time some one cut the rope. Before tiic 
inob finally succeded in hanging him un- 
til he was dead, the oflicer grabbed him 
aj'.d rushed him off to prison where the 
mob was held at bay for some time and 
finally order enough was secured for 
speeches to be made by ex-Mayor Flan- 
agan, Rev. Dr. Thomas J. Potter and 
the brother of Marshal Woodruff. 


TRIO SPIRITED AWAY. 


While the speeches were being deliv- 


ered the officers 
spirited 
the Spivey 


urothers into the cellar of the jail and 
thence out through a . coal chute and 
$*&adc good their escape with them to 
%ne Butler county jail at Hamilton, 0., 
a distance of .15 miles. The mob then 
finding that it had been beaten, dispers- 
ed and the village was quiet during the 
latter nart of the night. 


NEGROES URGE LYNCHING. 


The village with its three large insti- 


tutions of learning is noted for its cul- 
ture and order, but it was the scene over 
a your ago of the lynching of Henry 
C'orbin, a negro, s'or the murder of Mrs. 
Homer, and a striking feature of the 
attempted lynching last night was the 
part taken by the negroes, who protest- 
ed every time the rope was slackened 
and Joseph Spivey was let down to say 
his prayers, write to his wife and child- 
ren or for any other puv(x>se of mercy. 
Somo of the negroes raised quite a dis- 
turbance while proclaiming that if the 
man had been a negro he would surclj 
have been lynched 
in the 
first 
place 


without any one giving heed to his ap 
penis. 


The mob was without a leader at any 


time but still would not have been foil 


cd but for the appeals of Woodruff's 
brother to let the law take its course. 


ALL FIVE MAY DIE. 


John Woodruff, the marshal of Ox- 


ford, one of the men shot last night, is 
resting easily today, but the physicians 
are still apprehensive of his recovery 
Ernest Jotten, the school teacher, is be- 
lieved to be dying. Jacob Manrod, dep- 
uty to the marshal, is still worse today. 
His recovery is doubtful. Word comes 
from Hamilton that Louis Spivey can- 
not recover. Joseph Spivey, who may 
recover, presents a horrible appearance 
Both ears are torn and his neck is raw 
and swollen from the rope, while his 
face is also disfigured. His most ser- 
ious injury is a scalp wound which was 
caused by being hit by a stone. 


Joseph Spivey when asked today for

•Bank asset ^currency continues to be 


made fee subject of talk among finon- 
cJal and political circles, but, as to the 
people, there is a woeful lock of inter- 
est,-;moro probably for the reason they 
have-not -believeci it possible the advo- 
cates of'-this sort of currency could 
really bo in earnest. Now that it is 
seen the movement looking toward tlic 
subversion of the Nation's currency, a 
currency able to stand every test a 
bank asse.t currency con not successfully 
stand, is assured much more interest is 
being taken. Bank assets will be precise- 
ly what it means, nothing more, the as- 
sets of a blink. Even under the strictest 
ol government supervision, it has been 
seen, though the percentage of failures 
aro very small, that however strict 
banks will break, assets will go van- 
ishing and 
depositors 
heavily 
lose. 


As to the currency of any failed banks, 
•who cares, the notes may circulate pre- 
cisely the same. 
Why? 
Because the 


government of the United States stands 
security and every bank note is re- 
deemed. In the case of failed national 
banks, .there is no bothering aboxit the 
bank assets, so" far as the imrroncy is 
concerned tha bank has issued and 
there need never be any. 
Uncle Sam 


able that the inability of tt bank to pay 
its notes up to the face value would en- 
gender a suspicious distrust of bank 
note currency as a whole, although such 
dread might be wholly unfounded, and 
thus largely offset the benefit which a 
more elastic currency is confidently ex- 
pected to confer on the community. 


That the country is greatly in need of 


a currency system which will quickly 
and automatically adapt itself to the ev- 
erchanging conditions of business no one 
will deny. There can be no doubt that 
an elastic system of some sort would be 
a panacea for many 
of the 
evils 
to 


which the industrial world is a- prey, and, 
especially during the period of crop mov- 
ing, afford invaluable relief to the East- 
ern money market. For this reason the 
best minds of every generation have 
grappled with the problem and suggested 
various remedies for the evil of a strin- 
gent money market,- but it is open to 
doubt if their labors have been well di- 
rected if no better solution of the diffi- 
culty can be proposed than the establish- 
ment of an asset currency. 


A change in our monetary system is 


necessary, we admit, but we'can view 
only with disapproval a scheme which, 
while permitting the bank notes to ex- 
pand and providing a doubtfully efficient 
means for their contraction, considers as 
a minor factor only the security under- 
lying them. The chief and indispens- 
able prerequisite of an ideal pepcr cur- 
rency is that it always be absolutely 
protected by unquestioned security. In 
the case of the bank note the security 
must be of such a character as to insure 
the redemption of the note, even though 
the bank issuing it goes down to ruin. 
The note must live an existence inde- 
pendent of that of the bank. This is the 
characteristic of our bank note currency 
today. But would it be wise to base the 
notes upon the assets of an institution 
so greatly susceptible of personal exploi- 
tation as a bank—upop. assets of a char- 
acter which one is never sure will not 
depreciate during extraordinary times? 
To allay suspicion, to maintain, the in- 
tegrity of the bank note currency as it 
is today, to render impossible the cre- 
ation of a distrust of the notes of every 
bank because of the failure of one bank, 
it would be well for those who have the 
management of the country's monetary 
system in their handi? to pause before 
countenancing the establishment of an 
asset currency.

is -the best security in the world, noth- 
ing superior. People with notes issued 
by busted banks don't have to wait for 
explanations and for long-wiudod set- 
tlements. 


But how will it be with these bank 


notes if issued under the plan of bank 
assets. 
Possibly in the case of some 


failed banks the assets may pay dollar 
for dollar, but the probabilities are, 
somebody is sure to lose. What more 
natural than the notes be paid pro rata 
according to means to pay with. What 
7T>ore natural that when our currency 
is ttuis made up, that once again, after 
two or three 
generations, discount 


sheets will be printed regularly and 
counterfeit detectors once more in gen- 
eral use. These notes will be rated 
just as the prevailing impression is re- 
garding a bank. There is no guarantee 
wlratever as to the management of all 
issuing bonks. No matter, the proposed 
government regulations, when the bars 
ose-.onee let down, there will be plenty 
of chances to either jump the fence or 
crawl under, and if the people are not 


contribute to the mass of r-or- 


poration knavery and syndicating rob- 
bery, under the guise of bank asset 
currency, it will then become the millen- 
nium has unexpectedly arrived mean- 
while. That other twin evil, the per- 
mitting of banks to give for security 
other than government bonds, fathered 
by close friends of powerful financial 
interests- in congress, is still being urged, 
but <people are saying group the two to- 
gether and strangle them both at one 
fell swoop. The question is have the 
past splendidly conducted campaigns of 
the Republican party in behalf of honest 
currency and honest methods of banking 
been in vain and are all of its eulogiums 
of a financial system based upon govern- 
ment' control, upon government securi- 
ties, to bo now thrown out and a return 
m&do to before the war methods, no 
matter if the excuse is made, financial 
methods have improved and banking 
made more scientific. The following ar- 
ticle from the Boston Commercial Bul- 
letin lucidly discusses th'e proposed bank 
asset currency. 
"When a national bank fails the ones 
who directly incur the loss are the stock- 
holders. The holders of the notes of the 
bank have nothing to worry about inaa- 
muclnas 'the currency of the ruined insti- 
tution is worth fully as much as it 
would be were the bank perfectly sol- 
vent. This stability is due to the fore- 
sight of the 
fraraers of tho 
national 


banking act who wisely provided that 
every dollar issucd.be secured by Unit- 
cd'8tnies bonds in the treasury at Wash- 
ington. Redemption was rendered easy 
and certain so that there was no possi- 
bility of''tho notes depreciating. 


But in the event of a bank's failure, 


what would be the result if the notes 
mentioned were based upon assets and 
not government bonds? In some eases 
perhaps, the holder might obtain the lull 
face value of the note and even then it 
would be only after a delay rendered 
necessary by the exigencies of the situa- 
tion. In many other coses, on the other 
hand, it is quite probable that tho note 
holder would have to be satisfied with 
but a partial settlement. In either cose, 
however, the notes of the bank would bo 
eschewed and thns by the nature of the 
ease undergo depreciation of more or less 
extent. In addition to this, it is prob- 


settled down to steady work, with the 
Bep'ublican meetings as largely attended 
as in a presidential year.

tion. 
The two are in the strongest 


contrast, but it is no more so in Iowa 
than elsewhere.

agitators and encouragcrs of class hat- 
rods and 
fomenters 
of disturbance. 


There are Democrats certainly who do 
not at all endorse Bryatiism and John- 
sonism; for political platforms, when 
they desert the true principles and na- 
tional tenets of a great political force, 
can no longer bind the conscience of 
the citizen seeking the truer interests 
of his country at all times. And what 
will these do may bo better answered 
by advising a perusal of the election 
figures of the last presidential year 
and the last state elections.

DEBTBNWB. 


Attention has been called several 


times to the necessity of our placing 
our island possessions in a state of de- 
fense. 
They should be properly forti- 


fied, which they certainly are not now. 
Since the period of our ownership we 
have done nothing towards fortifying 
the principal harbors, congress either 
neglecting or refusing, it does not mat- 
ter which, since it has not been done. 
Tho truth is, our own home ports have 
been strangely neglected, and it has 
only been of late-that any modern de- 
fenses at all have been erected. Con- 
gress some way has been perverse in 
the matter. Defense works are, how- 
ever, in progress at a number of ports, 
but with the familiar ease and slowness 
so characteristic of us Americans in 
some things that should vitally concern 
us. Nothing is more certain that when 
war does come it will come quick, and 
there will be but little warning, and it 
is positive that foreign fleets successful 
in capturing our ports will not do as 
we did in the war with Spain and actu- 
ally pay the enemy from whom we had 
captured 
them. 
Not much.' Not a 


European power, but that would, if cap- 
turing an American city, compel it or 
the government to pay an immense war 
indemnity. It would be done in every 
case without the slightest doubt, and 
there are cities on both, coasts and the 
gulf that would yield millions upon 
millions to a successful invader, for it 
cannot be supposed if war ever comes 
that an enemy will not be able to cap- 
ture some of our ports. This enemy 
will not be some puny government. 
It 


will be some one of the European gov- 
ernments that possess navies greatly 
superior to ours. 


It is well enough to proclaim the de- 


fense of a country is in the patriotic 
hearts of its citizens and the righteous- 
ness of its cause, but the history of the 
world does not prove that righteousness 
always has proved successful in driving 
away invaders. 
Nations have been 


chastened before this, and it may be 
possible wejn our triumphs of peace 
and assumptions of superiority, 
may 


yet be compelled to drink from some 
bitter cup. It would be well, therefore, 
in view of the history of things, that 
we should rely for defense upon strong 
arms and powerful guns, assisted by im- 
pregnable protective works. 


The next session of congress should 


witness a greater progress made to- 
wards the fortification of our exposed 
sea coast. There arc large surpluses in 
the treasury and what better use could 
be made than in doubling up or thrib- 
bling the appropriations for sea coast 
defenses and naval war vessels. 


because of some things being 


programmed so far in advance, without

TVHAT FUSION MEANS. 


The fusion of political parties effected 


in Greater New York, with the direct 
object, and that one object alone, the 
defeat and keeping out of power wicked 
Tammany, seems to be complete. The 
Republican and Democratic press are 
unitedly supporting the fusion ticket, 
composed of strong names from both 
parties. Perhaps the two pronounced par- 
tisans on the ticket are the names of 
Grout and Fornes, for Mayor Low him- 
self certainly ia no very pronounced Re- 
publican partisan. 
But the two above 


named, are in earnest in co-operating 
against Tammany and its methods. 
They are Democrats in every sense of 
the word, but in municipal matters, in 
the task of keeping Tammany thrown 
out, arc but citizens of New York. 
It 


is, however, possible that Tammany 
may also place on its ticket these two 
men, in which case they will be with- 
drawn from the fusion ticket. 


Comments upon this fusion have been 


many and they have been assorted in 
meaning. But the question has not 
been answered, if fusion is proper in 
the city of New York and endorsed by 
national leaders, why is not fusion pre- 
cisely as proper and as legitimate in 
every 
city 
where partisanship 
has 


rioted in rottenness and spoils. 


There will be no security against par- 


ty bosses like Croker in New York, like 
those in Cincinnati, Philadelphia, and 
other places, says one leading journal, 
until the system of nominations is 
changed and party names are driven off 
the tickets. 
But it can as readily be 


said a substantial reform will never be 
accomplished until either our systems 
of municipal governments are changed, 
and more responsibility attached to 
such officials as are chosen. There are 
too large councils, too many commit- 
tees, and a system of securing free mu- 
nicipal legislation in many cities that 
may be called firat aid to the profession- 
al lobbyist. 
One reform that might 


help in most cities would .be the com- 
plete abolition of special assessments, 
for this system hns been outrageously 
abused in large cities, and, in fact, the 
abuses aro so patent, that a formidable 
indictment might easily bo drawn up in 
every American city. These are not 
necessarily the fault of officials always 
either. It is the system we have grown 
into, and many a well meaning official, 
as well as a city alderman, desirous of 
doing the 
right thing, finds himself 


practically powerless, owing to the 
abominable system of it all. 


THE PRESIDENT IS UTRM. 


The public announcement of the pres- 


ident he would not reverse his order re- 
storing bookbinder Miller to his position 
was expected. In 
his 
statement 
to 


prominent labor leaders he says distinct- 
ly he sipeoks alone for those citizens in 
government employ and does not pre- 
tend to speak for private citizens. He 
says distinctly "I am dealing 
purely 


with the relation of the government to 
its employes," and surely this should be 
sufficient. Neither will he consent to 
discharge Miller under any charge of un- 
fitncss or of immorality now, since as 
he says the entire country would cer- 
tainly observe such was a confession of 
weakness or subterfuge. The president 
declares the time has come to meet the 
issue squarely. 


In a few days a member of the cabinet 


will make a public address fully endors- 
ing the position of the president, and 
will speak so convincingly that it will 
command the strict attention of the 
country. This, of course, would not he 
done without the knowledge and consent 
or President Roosevelt, and while the 
course of the president in this whole 
Miller matter, as well as the proposed 
address, will be in a way charged to the 
Republican party, it is not believed the 
party leaders mil seek to shirk the re- 
sponsibility. 


The president, as he says, can recog 


nize no creed, color, or whether or not a 
man belongs to a union organization 
He is president of the American people 
and he pointedly declared in the officia 
statement sent out to the press of the 
results of the conference with the prom 
inent leaders of labor, that " these laws 
are enacted for the benefit of the whole 
people, and cannot be construed as per 
mitting discrimination ngainst some of 
the people. I am president of all the 
people of the United States, without re- 
gard to creed, color, birthplace, occupa- 
tion or social conditions. My aim is to 
do equal and exact justice as among 
all." 


"In the employment and dismissal of 


men in the government service I can no 
more recognize the fact that a man does 
or does not belong to a union as being 
for or against him, than I can recognize 
the fact that he is a Protestant, or a 
Catholic or a Gentile as being for or 
against him," 


The president should receive as he will 


the sincere approbation of every Amer- 
ican citizen not blinded by personal in- 
terests or passionate defense of princi- 
ples from a mistaken position. Ameri- 
can citizens are not to be discriminated 
against for matters of belief or organiza- 
tion, nt least in the service of the United 
States government.

Eacine Meat Dealers Will no 


Longer Pay Tribute to the 


Packers' Trust. 


CAN BUY BEEF ON HOOF 


AS CHEAP AS BIG FIEMS 


Restoration of Old Custom "Would Do 


Away With Middleman's Profits 


*" 
and Benefit Small Tradesman 


and Consumer Alike. 


A number of Racine meat dealers will 


do their own slaughtering of cattle in- 
stead of purchasing their beef and other 
meats from the large packing houses, as 


1 has been the custom here for several 
years. This is principally due to the 
fact of the exorbitant prices the big 
packers are asking for dressed beef in 
comparison to the price of cattle on 
hoof. 


"We have got to do it," said one of 


the-leading meat merchants this morn- 
ing. "Tho packing houses are asking 
such an awful price for their dressed 
meats, especially beef, that we believe 
we can quote better retail prices and do 
better all around by doing our own kill- 
ing." 


BEEF ON HOOF CHEAPER. 


"Beef is considerable cheaper on hoof 


now than it was a year ago, and yet 
the prices of dressed beef have not de- 
creased, in accordance. You can attrib- 
ute this state of affairs to the much- 
tolkcd-about 
meat 
combination. The 


packers, in order to protect themselves, 
havo one uniform price. One does not 
undersell the other, and they have pro- 
tected themselves by having but one sell- 
ing agency here, and not satisfied with 
reasonable 
profits 
want 
a 
much 


larger margin than some of us in- 
tend;to pay hereafter. The big packers 
are making more money this year than 
evcr-bofore. They are not satisfied with 
thousands but are reaching out for mil- 
lions. Judging from their quotations to 
us, r giicss their dividends for 1S03 will 
reach the latter figure. 


CAN BUY JUST AS CHEAP. 


"Of course us little fellows could not 


Tjuck' these people, but, one thing, we 
can buy our meat on hoof just as cheap 
on the market as the packers can, and 
if the big fellows don't offer their goods 
for less than cost we can keep in line 
with 
them, give our patrons 
better 


prices and realize" just as good profits 
ourselves as we are now getting. 


"Tho big packers are independent peo- 


ple to do business with. It's pay their 
price or leave their goods alone. Unfor- 
tunately we have been compelled to pay 
the price. If the big packers were sat- 
iaftcd with a reasonable profit we would 
Htfcle rather purchase our dressed meats 
from them, as it would save extra work 
But do you know, beef killed by our- 
selves seemsi to be a little better than 
coldvstorage meats. The packers' meats 
are well slaughtered from good stock, 
but the cold storage and refrigerating 
process they are put through does not 
havo as good effect on the beef as that 
we kill," continued the sturdy butcher, 
who during the conversation was busy 
at the block chopping up meat and wait- 
ing on trade. 


Another merchant when questioned 


about the prices of meats talked differ- 
ently on tho subject. He contended 
that while the wholesale prices were 
higher than they ought to be that it was 
policy "to keep on doing business in just 
the same way as in the past, pay the 
price asked by the packer and ask high 
creates from the consumer. 


IN PACKERS' DEFENSE. 


The meat question has caused very 


serious controversy in somo of the large 
cities, especially New York and Chicago 
where- people resorted to riot in hopes 
of scoring a victory against the so-callct 
beef combine. It is true that the big 
packers have formed 
a 
combination 


that is, they have an agreement among 
themselves which amounts to the same 
thing. 


One of the leading packing house rep 


resentativcs when interviewed on tin 
subject, objected to personal publicity 
but talked freely on the subject in vig 
orons defense of the packers. He saic 
the pocking houses tire selling meats n: 
cheap now as they possibly can afford tc 
do considering the cost of live stock 
Ho rather refrained from comments or 
the wholesale prices of meats, but ad 
vancod his statement in this fashion: 


"Meat is much cheaper in Racine than 


it is in any of the cities, Chicago, Mil 
waukee, New York, Boston, Philade] 
phia, Baltimore, Cleveland, Cincinnati 
Detroit, St. Louis or any of those places 
Go to the city and see what you hav 
to pay for meats at restaurants or fash 
ionable eating places in comparison t 
the cost here. A steak that will cos 
you $1.50 there can be bought here fo 
one-third that amount and just as goo 
quality. The cost of rents, etc., is s 
much higher there that necessarily th 
cost of meats has to increase to mee 
the expenses. It costs less to operat 
a plant or branch house here than i 
does in any of the large cities. Th 
packers arc giving their patrons all thes 
buieaU. We are selling meat as chea 


here as the company possibly can afford 
to do. Our theory is largo sales and 
small profits instead of few sales and 
large margins. The net,-profit on one 
beef is very small, but by killing thou- 
sands and counting the pennies and 
dimes we get our dividends." 


Such was the 
explanation 
of the 


packing 
house 
representative. 
The 


packing houses furnish any kind of meat 
the trade desires. In some respects the 
poorer qualities of meats is cheaper now 
than it was many months ago, but the 
prices of the higher grade of meats has 
increased very noticeably. 


GO BACK TO OLD WAY. 


Local abattoirs will be put in condi- 


tion for the killing of beef at once. 
Nearly all of the small stock has been 
dressed by the local butchers for a long 
time. It 
is claimed by the 
butchers 


that they can dress a. beef just about as 
cheap as the big packers when the cost 
of getting stock to market is taken in- 
to consideration. The big packers pur- 
chase their stock, some of it, in herds, 
and when these cattle are shipped and 
all the preliminary expenses are taken 
out, which the local butcher does not 
ave to contend with, stock can be pur- 
lascd and dressed just about as cheap 


the packers can do the work. By 


oing their buying and killing, Racine 
titchers will enjoy that middle profit, 
nd, they claim, can sell meats some 
icapcr to the consumers.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3—An. attempt 


made by Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook of 


Brooklyn, the well known explorer, to 
scale the Mount McTvinley in Alaska, 
las failed. Dr. Cook accompanied by 
two or three other men, among them a 
Columbian University student, left this 
city several months ago and no news of 
the expedition had been received until 
today • when the following cablegram, 
signed by the leader of the party, was 
received by the Associated Press: 


VALDEZ, Alaska, Oct. 2.—The assault 


upon Mount McKinley resulted in our 
making an altitude of 11,000 feet on the 
southwestern side. 
Afc this 
point we 


were stopped by an impossible granite 
slope which extended five thousand feet 
above us. We searched the entire west- 
ern side of the mountain for a route to 
this summit which might offer a prospect 
of success, but no opportunity was 
found, and the ascent of the northwest- 
ern slope seems practically impossible. 
On Sept. 4, signs of winter already wore 
far advanced, and although we should 
have liked to search the northwestern 
ridge as well as MuMrow glacier, the 
rapidly advancing season forced us on 
to a point where we could get out of 
the country without our horses. There, 
it was decided to cross the McKinley 
range at the first northerly break in the 
mountain. 


BOUND FOR EASTERN SLOPE. 


Our previous travels had been over 


the trail made by the geological survey 
expedition under Brooks last year, but 
now we traveled over unknown terri- 
tory, marching about 45 miles northwest- 
ward. We crossed the divide Sept. 4, 
over a new pass at an elevation of 0,- • 
000 feet and camped in the valley of 
Chulitna. Our aim was to reach the 
eastern slope of Mt. McKinley and, on 
our way out, if the season permitted to 
make another attack from that side. 


EASTERN SIDE IMPOSSIBLE. 
, 


A forced march was made down the 


Chulitna, it being necessary to ford and 
swim tho river many times, but we were 
compelled to abandon our horses and 
built rafts 20 miles north of a great 
glacier. The latter afforded 
the first 


easterly route to the great mountain 
peak. We explored it and made a rapid 
examination of the eastern slope but 
the rapidly approaching winter would 
not permit of another attempt to climb 
the mountain, and with regret we were 
forced to take out rafts Sept. 21 and to 
seek the headwaters of Cook inlet, which 
lay 150 miles to the south. Before us 
was a journey of 00 miles elown the Chu-. 
litna river of which nothing was known 
as to the possibility of navigation on a 
raft. 


Considerable apprehension was fo.lt on 


this score, but the river proved naviga- 
te and the expedition reached Tyonck 
n six da.ys. 


THE EXPEDITION'S WORK. 


The net result of the expedition was 


a m'arch of 600 miles with horses, nearly 
400 miles voyage in boats and rafts, the 
exploration of a good deal of new tcrri- 
',ory, tho discovery of several 
moun- 


:ains, glaciers and rivers. The summit 
of Mount McKinley was not possible for 
us, but the members of the expedition 
:eel that, we did all possible in the short 
working season of an Alaskan summer. 
Every member of the party has enjoyed 
good health and will return directly to 
the United States. 


Dr. Cook was accompanied on his trip 


by Ralph Shinwald, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, and Robert Dunn.

traveler writes: "I have often been 
struck by tho ease with which people 
in southern Europe are amused. In Pa- 
ris a rnmdred thousand people go out to 
Longchamps for the Grand Prix race 
and half a million people go out and line 
the roads on their return to sec them 
come back. In Rome at the feast ol the 
"Divino Amore" C,000 people go out 
on the Campagna to a spot where once 
stood a temple to Venus and hold a 
picnic, while 60,000 go out and line the 
Appian way to see them return. 
In 


Madrid this peculiarity is even more 
marked. On the Puerto del Sol about 
a thousand people stand around and do 
nothing outdoors, while crowds of people 
sit indoors or lean from balconies to 
watch them do it. And in Seville the 
idle rich sit in clubs and cafes on the 
Sierpes to watch the lower classes walk 
by, while the lower classes walk by to 
watch tho idle rich sitting in the clubs 
and cafes on the Sierpes." 


Moving in Spain.—An odd sight to be 


seen in Spanish cities is the manner of 
moving household effects. In cities like 
Toledo and Cordova the streets are 
mostly very narrow" and the houses tall 
—sometimes six or seven stories. The 
streets are. often so narrow that horse 
vehicles are not permitted 
in 
them. 


When the people move from place to 
place their household'goods and chattels 
are transported in hand carts. 
Then, 


instead of being painfully lugged up the 
narrow staircases—for there are no ele- 
vators—they are hoisted in large bas- 
kets by means of block and tackle to the 
particular floor to which they are de- 
stined. When there they are passed in 
through large doorlike windows. 
In 


most of these cities one sees ornamental 
iron hooks projecting from the topmost 
cornice of the facade, to which the tnclde 
is adjusted. It works on precisely the 
same plan as that followed in American 
stable lofts for hoisting hay.

each customer. 


RULES MUST BE POSTED. 


Barbers are forbidden to shave any 


person having erysipelas or other con- 
tagious skin disease, unless the person 
shall have an individual eup and stag- 
ing apparatus. 


The board provides that the rales snail 


be posted in a conspicuous place in each 
shop and all barbers are requested to 
report any violations of the rules that 
they may have knowledge of. 


The board also recommends that eus> 


tomers be not shaved too close, as this 
practice 
encourages skin diseases and 


aids in their communication from on« 
person to another.

When the jury had been sworn, and

Davom.Ahe eoioner (a handsome man 
on trie sunny side-of 40, with a pallid 
face and dark hair plastered to his head 
with pomafcarn) informed the jury in 
the intervals between a- quick succession 
of yawns—he seemed to suffer from en- 
Mui almost unsupportable— that Dr. Per- 
•ival, who had, with the assistance of 
the honse surgeon at the Clayfields hos- 
pital, mttdo tho post mortem examina- 
tion ofr tho deceased lady, had just writ- 
ton to say he was-unavoidably detained, 
but would be present in the course of an 
houT'or two-to give his evidence. 


"As tho evidence," continued tho 


coroner, with s, tremendous yawn which 
swallowed up a portion of the sentence, 
"promises to be of a somewhat lengthy 
character, no doubt, Dr. Percival"— 
here he dng the knuckles of his forefin- 
gers into his tired eyes—"will be ready 
to give hia evidence long before we ex- 
haust the other witnesses.

house. Dr. .Wheeler was summoned and 
with others examined the man and it 
was thought he was dead.

BHQIJGHT TO LIFE. 


Gradually Mr. Larson was resuscitat- 


ed and began breathing regularly, but 
remained unconscious. He was ordered 
removed to the hospital. St. Lukes was 
filled and ho was taken to St. Mary's, 
whqre the doctor and others again work- 
ed on him. lie commenced frothing at 
tho mouth and it was feared he was 
dying and his wife and family wero has- 
tily sent for. 
During the night, how- 


ever, he regained consciousness, but he 
complained of being blind and unable to 
hear. His condition gradually improv- 
ed and the attending physicians believe 
that eventually he will recover and that 
his eyesight and hearing will return. It 
\vas--dcclared a miracle that he escaped 
wifli his life in view of the fact that 
1,200 volts of electricity must 
have 


coursed through his body. Reports were 
constantly in circulation that the injur- 
ed man had died, but this is untrue and 
reports from the hospital this afternoon 
say that lie is getting along nicely. 


A PROMINENT MAN. 


Carl Larson is a man about 35 years 


old, a painter by trade and was employ- 
ed at the Tioknor paint and oil store 
for many years. A few days ago he pur- 
chased the interest of Hans Rubjarg, the 
State street painter and contractor, who 
ended his life on account of domestic 
difficulties.
